5 WHEREAS, 12.3 million firms are 50 percent or more owned by women, employing 13 

6 million people and generating $1.7 trillion in sales as of 2018; and

8 States; and 

9 WHEREAS, empowering more women to be business owners and entrepreneurs is critical 

10 to our nation's economic future; and 

11 WHEREAS, the National Association of Women Business Owners (NAWBO) was 

12 established in 1975 by a group of like-minded businesswomen to serve as the collective voice 

13 of women business owners across industries, and throughout the country, and advocate on
